SPREADING FALSE NEWS. 


The Test Case in New York—The Denver and 
Rio Grande Ballroad. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, December 19.—Less than a week 
ago Mr. Charles D. Keep, editor of the Wall 
Street Daily News, was accused in the Tombs 
Court with publishing a false Statement, entitled, 
“A Fresh Notice About Denver."" The complaint 
was made by Henry E. Sprague and Adolph Engel 
directors of the Denver and Rio 
Grande Railroad Company. Mr. Keep 
gave $1.000 bond .for examination. Much 
interest centers in the cause, because it is the first 
prosecution under the law for spreading false 
news. In the Police Court Mr. .D. Mz. 
Porter appeared as counsel for Mr. Keep, while 
ex-Judge Fullerton represented the prosecution, 

The staiement published, of which complaint is 
made,was read by Judge Fullerton, as follows: 
“We understand that the fresh notice of Denver 
to be made soon at the Stock Exchange. will be 
for 240.000, but it Is the Intention of the managers 
to make up the stoek te $2,000,000.” 

President Palmer. who has Deen at the head of 
this railroad company for twelve years, was 
asked tf the statement was true. “No,” he re- 
plied. “Ithas not eVen been suggested to the 
boardand there was no discussion of a fresh 
notice,” > 

Was there any foundation fora statement like 
that?” 

“There was not.” 

Witness named the Board of Directors and said 
that the company were authorized to increase the 
stock up te $50,000 000 «Counsellor Fullerton. in- 
sisted that if there was an intention to isgue the 
stock, then the accused was not amenable. Wit- 


| ness said that the authority. to Increase the stock 


was obtained in October. 1880, by a vote of over 
two-thirds of the.share holders. 

Counselor Porter asked: 

‘Haven't you issued reports that the author- 
ized capital was $30,000,000?”" 

“Not that Ll remember.”’ 

“Imittrue that you have a surplus of $1;000,- 
oor’ 

This was objected to by counsel for the prosecn- 
tion and Mr. Fullerton came to his relief by ask- 
ing: 

+ ~ it true that the company was to issue a fresh 
notice?” 

“Is it true as stated in the report, but not as the 
gentieman puts it.” 

Counsellor Peter said he would show that there 
were grounds whereby such a statement could be 
made. Witness said that he had no personal 
knowledge that Mr. Keep was editor of the paper 
and he consulted wWith members of the 
board about bringing the suit. The statement 
tended to depress the fterests of the company. 
The’ stock had not sdid at any time above par. 
The proceedings were of a tedious nature and 
Counselor Porter accused the witness of being 
contumacious. Further proceedings were ad- 
journed.,

| AT ROBBERS’ MERCY. 


The Dangers Which Surround 
Life and Property in 
the City. 


How Daring Gangs of Highwaymen Practice 
Their Trade In Daylight--Garroters at 
Work in Crowded Hotels--The Police Baf- 
fled--No Clue to the Fellows. 


| 


That the city of St. Louis is at present at the 


mercy of a gang of foot-pads and highwaymen, is 
afact that can not be disbelieved. That the. vil- 
lains who do the work are as coolasice in Feb- 
ruary, and will take any risk. to secure their 
booty, has been amply proven within the last two 


weeks, 
During that time a number of robberies 


have been committed which are remark- 
able for the risks the marauders took and 
for the success with which ‘they escaped, 
even in the face of what would seem 
to be impossibitities. Last night three men per- 
petrated a robbery which caps the climax, 
both in the amount taken and the 
daring which the robbers displayed. 


WM. R. ORR, 
a shipping clerk in the employ of N, K. Fairbank 
& Co., dealers in lard and oil at No, 924 N. Main 
street, was the victim. Monday is pay-day at the 
Fairbank establishment, the men being paid after 
they quit work fer the’ day, and Mr. 
Orr-is the employe who makes the payment. 

Yesterday afternoon he put up the men’s wages 
in envelopes, each man’s Bame on |is envelope, 
the whole amount of money being nearly $1.800. 
This was placed in a wooden box, and at 6p. Mm. 
Mr. Orr started from: the office to the warehouse, 
which 1s nearly opposite on Main street and 
where the paying is done. Orr was seen this 
morning, but*he can te’l little about the robbery. 

“I had about reached the middle of the street.” 
he said, “when several men came up tome.  Be- 
fore I could utter a word, one of them struck me 
with a sand-bag,. whilc, at the same moment, an- 
other secured possession of the box which was un- 
der my arm, was only slightly stunned aud 
soon started in pursuit, but the men had eseaped. 
1 know littie inere about the matter.” 

“You did not get time to look at the parties?” 

“No, Lam afraid not, not sufficiently to recéog- 
nize them. I sheuted for assistance, but there 
seemed to be nobody around who heard me.” 

The robbers ran down Carr street and turned 
into an alley between Main and the Levee, going 
north, where all track. of -them was lost. 
Orr can give no description of his assailants at all 
save that they were all young men; that one was 
small in stature and that the others were tal.Other 
parties who saw them give more accurate; yet 
very unsatisfactory. descriptions. 

EARLY THIS MORNING 
Private Watchman Wm. Hickey found the empty 
box taken from Orr. in a cellar under the ele- 


1 vator at the coruer of Biddle street and the Levee. 


The box was common and flat, made of pine, and 
arranged inside with a system of cells,each cell 
marked with a letter of the alphabet. Orr had so 
arranged it that he couki reach for each man’s 
wages without much difficuity. Another party 
found thirty cents in ebange seattered about the 
place where the box was found. As _ the 
alley into which the robbers enter- 
ed leads directly. to the elevator, the fact 
seem to.warrant che theory that the three men 
stopped near the elevator and divided the 
“swag’ among them. - This would not take much 
time, as the envelopes could have 
een hastily parcele out among 
the three wen in a few minntes. 
It also shows that if the pursuit had been carried 
far in the direction which the men had gone, that 
itis quite possible they might have been over- 
taken. The change found4nust have dropped trom 
the envelopes While the divide was being made. 
ANOTHER SINGULAR FACT 
connected with the jrobbery is this: About a week 
ago one of the workmen employed at 


Fairbank & Co.'s was bef wee across 
the street when he was grab by three men. 
One of them looked in his face and said: “Hold 
on; this is not the man weare looking for.” The 
workman told the Superintendent, and the 
latter says the thought immediately flashed 
through his miud that these men were looking for 
Orr, and he now thinks’ that they 
are the men who robbed him liast night. 
Early this morning, the police of the Third Dis- 


trict 
ARRESTED THREE PARTIES 

who are supposed to be connected with the rob- 
bery, and they were placed in hold-over, but Capt. 
Frangel did not feei warranted in giving out their 
uames yet, or in letting reporters see them. 
He was waiting for another man to be brought in, 
and he was sure thatthe capture of the latter 
would throw some light on the robbery. Ever 
since the robbery occurred last night, Capt. 
Frangel has had a number of special 
wiiceemen employed on the case and 
1 expects developments at any minute. 
The public are already familiar with a series of 
robberies, most of which were probably commit- 
ted by this very gang about ten days ago. Mr. 
Brandeweide, a cigar dealer on Market street, 
was knocked duwn while on his way home 
to the southern part of the city at an early 
hour and robbed of considerable money. 
‘Within the past week, the jewelry stores seemed 
to have been the places selected for the operations 
of the gang, A Franklin avenue establishment 
of this kind was broken into first, and a large 
amount of valuable property taken away. 
Then numerous reports were made of places 
where the show-windows had been broken into 
and the wares stolen at early hours in the morn- 
ing. Atastore in North Stoddard Addition the 
thieves broke the window and secured a valuable 
gold watch, escaping in the middle of the day, but 
not having time to _ touch anything else. 
A few days ago the villians attacked a Market 
street jewelry house, barred the door with a stick 
and proceeded to rifle the show window. On Sat- 
urday, about 5:30 p. m. four crooks rushed into L. 
Matalene’s jewely store, No. 716 O’ Fallon street, 
terrorized the proprietor with drawn revolvers 
and carried away a large amount of jewelry and 
other articles, while the street outside was 
crowded with people passing by. Several cigar- 
makers, employed next door fan out and saw 
through the glass doors the villains sweeping 
watches and rings into their overcoat pockets, but 
retired when cocked revolvers were pointed at 
them. The four men escaped without any diffi- 


culty. 
’ CAPT. FRANGEL 
said this morning that he thought the same gan 
managed the O’Fallon street jewelry, robbery.an 
the garroting of Mr. Orr last night, “I have three 
men,” he said, ‘and lam sure that they are im- 
poesia’, but nobody can identify them as yet. 
everal of the cigar-makers who saw Matalene’s 
place robbed took a look at the three men and 
were not posmeve about any of them, although 
they think they recognize one. These fellows are 
hard cases, and I think we have them dead to 
rights. I am looking for another man, and when I 
catch him there will be somethin to give out. 
We are doing all we can and will stare no trouble 
to ferret out the men.”

DEAD ANIMALS, 


‘Health Commissioner Francis Dislikes the 


Supreme Court Decision. 

The Supreme Court of Missouri yesterday re- 
versed the decision of the St. Louis Court of Ap- 
peals in the case of the River Rendering Com- 
pany vs. ir and Wolfinger, appellants. The 
decision of the court is that the ordinance 
granting the River Rendering Company 
special privileges and, vesting them 
with the right to dead animals is unconsti- 
tutional. The death of & domestic animal 


does not terminate the owner’s property. The 
municipal authorities cannot arbitrarily deprive 
him of his property by giving it to another. If not 
per se a nuisance itis property in the broadest 
sense of the term under the Constitution of the 
State. Health Commissioner Francis being re- 
quested this morning by a Post-D1ISPATCH report- 
er to state his views as to the effect of 
the above quoted decision said: 

“The ordinance referred to by the Supreme 
Court contemplates two things: First—the re- 
moval of all unclean dead amimals, or dead ani- 
mals which are abandoned in the streets; and, 
second, that persons may be allowed to remove 
their dead animals by obtaining a permit from the 
Board of Health to do so, The question 
involved in the case was the right of the River 
Rendering Company to take all dead an s. I 
have always claimed that parties had aright to 
dispose of their dead animals, but I alse think: 
that the city of 5St. uis has the ri 
to order how those shall 
posed of. It is a matter which 
effects the sanit condition of the city. The de 
cision virtually nullifies the ordinanee, and here- 
after if other parties than the River Renderin 
Company wish to engage in the business of ren- 
dering dead animals they can do so by purchasing 
them of the owners.” 

“How will the new system work?” 

“] don’t think it will work well. A new ordi- 
nance will have to be draughted autborizing the 
Board of Health to have removed dead an 
that are unclaimed. 1 think the Munici As 
sembly has the right to regulate how these an- 
imals shall be removed, where to and in what 
manner disposed of.”

The defendants were not parties to the 
condemnation proceeding, and had no opportunity 
to be heard before the Commissioners of the Cir- 
cult Court touching the assessment of tbeir prop- 
erty. A special tax bill in due time issued against 
them, in which the case decided by the Supreme 
Court was instituted in the Circuit Court. he de- 
fendants answered and set up that none of 
them were partners to the original condemnation 
proceeding and had no notice. thereof, and they 
pleaded in defense to the action the provision con- 
tained in the Constitution of the Udited States 
which prohibits one’s ny nbd to be taken with- 
out due process of law.The Supreme Court decided 
the answer to bebad,andheldthat the defendants 
in the present case were afforded an opportunity 
to defend if they saw fit, and this removed all ob- 
jections On Constitutional grounds to the charter 
provisions governing condemnation proceedings.

FAMINE IN IRELAND. 

Simultaneously with the news of a famine 
impending in County Donegal in, Ireland 
comes the news that efforts are beifig made 
to avert such great calamities by the removal 
of the poverty-stricken. inhabitants from 
the more densely-populated districts, and the 
name of so true a friend of Ireland as PAR- 
NELL is mentioned as favoring the pro- 
posal. We recommend to Mr. PARNELL 
and to every one else to study the 
very remarkable book, “ Progress and Pov- 
erty’ of Mr. Henny Georee ard disprove 
the views which he lays down in regard to 
the causes of distress in Ireland before 
spending any money or wasting any energy 
in efforts of relief which may be unavailing 
to relieve the misery of the Lrish people. 

Mr. Grorer’s book, which is one of the 
most remarkable publications of the cen- 
tury, boldly declares that there is no relation 
between distress and density of pupulation, 
and he cites the historv of Ireland in proof 
of his position. One hundred years before 
the great famine, when the population of Ire- 
land was <@nly some two millions, the 
sufferings of the people were so frightful as 
to call from Drawn Swirt the savage sugges- 
tion that cannibalism was the only remedy,

; brought within the means of subsistence 


oniy by roasting and eating 100,000 babies 
annually. 

In the great famine of 1846 the distress was 
not greaterin the more thickly settled dis- 
tricts than in those where the population was 
scarce, and while all the world was sending 
food in charity to Ireland, the roads where 
@he people lay dying of starvation witnessed 
the export of grain and provisions going 
out of Ireland to pay the taxes and rents 
which had ruined the country, just as in Ben- 
gal during the regularly recurring famines 
rice is exported from the regions where mil- 
lions are dying from want of food. 

The stupid and blasphemous Malthusian 
theory that population outgrows the means 
of subsistence is false in principle and has 
no application to Ireland. Neitheg England 
nor Ireland nor Scotland depends on the pro- 
ducts of ,the soil for the food of the people, 
and the only reason why there is starvation 
in Donegal, and none inEngland and Scot- 
land, is becase the [rish people are robbed 
of the very necessaries of life by 
unjust laws and merciless landlords. 
The exactions which bring the gaunt 
specter of famine into Ireland would turn 
rich and prosperous Holland into a desert 
and starve the Inhabitants of the richest 
State in the world if it were as sparsely in- 
habited as the State of Texas, 

Let no Englishman lay the flattering unc- 
tion to his soul that the deaths from starva- 
tion in Ireland came from the imprudence of 
the Irish people or from the density of the 
population, andlet no friend of Ireland lose 
sight of the real cause of his country’s 
misery by ascribing the consequences of 
injustice and robbery to the mistakes 
of the Creator or to the violated the- 
ories of political economy. To say that fam- 
ine in Ireland is caused by excess of popula- 
tion, while England, across the Channel, with 
a population twice as dense, is exempt from 
famine, is an insult to common sense which 
should not be allowed to screen the crime it 
seeks to palliate.

SETTLE IT NOW. 

The Sedalia Dispatch asks us to consider 
the question of submitting a Prohibition 
amendment from the standpoint of the Dem- 
ocratic party’s interest.

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HuMANITY demands that an investigation 
should be made of the conduct of the Jail 
officials in connection with the recent death 
of CuLL, the poor victim of morphine and 
jealousy, who created a sensation by attempt- 
ing to shoot one CoRPENING in the estab- 
lishment of the William Barr Dry Goods 
Company, At the time of the occur- 
rence Mrs. Cunt stated that her hus- 
band was not wholly responsible for his ac- 
tions, as he was addicted to the use of mor- 
phine. As the statement was published in 
the papers there is noexcuse for the offi- 
cials being ignorant of the condition of 
the unfortunate man. A few days 
later in a list of the persons sick in jail 
the name of CuLL was given with the ex- 
planation that his sickness arose from his 
being deprived of his morphine, and on 
Monday morning his death at the City Hos- 
pital was recorded. Now, there is only one 
of two suppositions admissible in this case. 
Either the Jai) officials did not know that the 
sudden deprivation of morphine to an habit- 
ual userof the drug meant death, or else, 
knowing it, they had no machinery of medi- 
cal service sufficient to prevent acatastrophe 
which comes very near to willful homicde. 
We do not propose to censure any one 
before the full facts are known, but it looks 
as if an unfortunate and irresponsible citizen 
had lost his life through the culpable negli- 
gence or stupidity of those in whose keeping 
the law had placed him. The case demands 
full investigatiom» As it stands itis a blot 
on the administration of justice in the city.

Tue bankruptcy law, as it has been 
amended by the Senate, would immediately 
throw into bankruptcy every member of the 
New York Stock Exchange, of the Produce 
Exchange, Mining Board, Petroleum Ex- 
change, or other commercial body in that 
city or in any other city; it would put a stop 
to the Call Board and Cotton Exchange of 
St. Louis; make every broker technically 
insolvent, and in effect leave very few busi- 
ness people exempt from its drag-net provis- 
ions. Thereis hardly a banker, merchant, 
lawyer, capitalist, or even journalist, in any 
great city, who does not occasionally take 
a “flyer” in stocks, or cotton, or grain, 
with the general expectation of losing 
his money, but not with the intention of 
thereby committing an act of bankruptcy, 
but a clause of the bill specifies, as among 
those who shall be deemed to have commit- 
ted an act of bankruptcy, all those who 
“shall after the passage of this act sell or 
buy, or agree to sell or buy, for delivery ata 
future period longer than three days from 
the date of such sale or purchase, any stocks, 
bonds or other securities, or any grain, food, 
provisions, provender or cotton, wool, sugar, 
salt or tobacco, without such vendor being 
at the time of making such contract the 
owner or assignee or trustee of property sold 
or agreed to be sold, or authorized agent of 


such owner, assignee or trustee.”’

Just before the men met one bet was 
made of $12u to §100 on Acton. There were at 
least 2.000 rsons in the hall whenthe men 
stepped on the platform, 

INCLUDING SEVERAL WOMEN, 

James Pilkington acted as umpire for Whistler, 
and Arthur Chambers filled the same position for 
Acton. Edwin Bibby was chosen referee. The 
wrestlers grappled in their first round at 8:22 p.m. 
They simply wore socks and breec#cloths. 
They first locked wrists and then claspea each 
other around the neck, standing with their fore- 
heads togetner locked like stags. After a fruitless 
strain Whistier made a move to get Acton’s neck 
inchancery. Acton sprang to one side like a 
flash aad Whistler dropped to his knees. Acton 
was on his opponent ina second, with his right 
arm around Whistler’s body and his left hand 
}grasping Whistier’s left arm. After several 
ineffectual efforts to turn Whistler on his back, in 
one of which Whistler was more than half thrown 
over, Whistler twisted and leaped to his feet 
again. Another stag-lock around each other’s 
necks, A release, a fresh grapple, and Whistler 
went down sately on all fours, with the little 
Englishman on top. Whistler now acted on the 
defensive, Acton clasping him around a body 
with his right arm. Acton’s le hand 
was at times busily employed in 
clasping one of Whistier’s ankles or 
his left arm, straining to turn him until his 
muscles knotted in big bunches. Whistler watched 
his chances, getting the ankie-lock on the English- 
man once or twice, and then, raising from his 
knees, tried to toss him over. It was iron against 
steel. While on their feet, 12 nrinutes from the 
beginning of the bout, Whistler, glistening with 
perspiration, clutched for Acton’s head. Acton 
darted to one side, grabbing his adversary around 
his wuist with his right arm and his thigh with 
his left, and bringing him down on his shoulders. 
Before the referee could stoop to see whether he 
was fairly On his back Whistier squirmed on his 
side and broke Acton’s hold. While the crowd 
snouted wildly the reféree shook his head, méan- 
ing “no fall.” Arthur Chambers leaned over the 
ropes and bet $200, even, with a man in the crowd 
that Acton would@yin. 

Another ten minutes on all-fours, with Whistler 
the under -man, Acton working alternately 
with body and arm or leg lock. and Acton had his 
man pearly on his back - again, ._ but Whistler 
squirmed out ana broke clear. Grappling again, 
Whistler was soon down on his hands and knees, 
still on the defensive. At fifty-five minutes from 
the start Acton gave him 

ANOTHER LIVELY TWISTING, 
but failed to get his back fairly on the platform. 
At this time Acton was in far the bet- 
ter condition. When he rose to his feet 
Arthur Chambers sajd, “Look at him: he hasn’t 
sweat a hair yet.” An hour and a half passed 
with nofall. The men were theu given a rest of 
two minutes and a rubdown. commencin 
Whistler resumed his defensive position, sprawl 
out like a great frog. Acton followed the work 
to his utmost strength, but Whistler braced 
himself on his knees and arms, 
back up, refusing to stand or struggle for the 
mastery.

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“REDDEST OF THE RED. 


Theatrical Reception of Herr Most 
On His Arrival. 


He Speaks Under the Red Flag at Cooper 
Institute-- Declarations that the Next Revo- 
lution Will be One of “Blood and Iron"=- 
Sensational Utterances. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

New YoRK, December 19.—Among'the first per- 
sons to land from the steamship Wisconsin was a 
small man dressed in gray clothes and with some- 
thing that looked like a horse blanket thrown over 
one shoulder, A gray Derby hat was on his heaa 
and his colorless face was set round by a roughily- 
trimmed beard. The moment he appeared Justus 
Scliwab, who stood on the pier amid a crowd of 
meh who wore the red badges of 
the Social Revolutionary Club, whirled 
a sealskin cap and shouted, “Three cheers for 
Herr Most.” Some one bebind him waved a red 
flag tied to a walking stick, and the crowd cheer- 
ed. The editor of Freiheit shook Schwab’s hand 
in friendly greeting, and was at once surrounded 


by socialists, members of the International Work- 
ingmen’s Association and strangers who had 
come to catch a glimpse of the man who had com- 
manded the assassination of the Czar 
and bad spent nearly a year in an English prison. 
The party went to Busch’s Hotel in Hoboken, 
where the newly-arrived socialistic leader neld an 
informal reception. Then, under the escort of 
Justus Schwab, he visited the east side of town 
and was introduced to some of the s s who 
live there. Herr Most made an address in Cooper 
Union in the evening. ba 
ment hall was a sea 

hats, which extended on all sides to the walis. 
Men were wedged in all the aisles. A score would 
be a liberal estimate of the women who were 
there, They sat within the reporters’ rail or on 
the platform. Coples of Freiheit fluttered all 
over the hall.

He wore a Prince 
Albert coat with a rose on tne lapel, a Piccadilly 
collar,a flat scarf, relieved by a tiny globe of 
coral, gray trousers and square-toed boots. Tel- 
egraphic frostings to Herr Most from Grand 
Rapids, hicago, Pitisburg, San Francisco, 
Meriden, Milwaukee and Philadelphia were 
read. The Pittsburg dispate called 
Herr Most the “Reddest of the reds.” The 
dispatch from Philadelphia said: “Long live the 
revolution! Down with tyrants!” Victor Drury 
was the first speaker. The names of Gladstone 
and 6=Bismarck, when the uttered them, were 
greeted by hisses. As he was speaking a red flag 
was carried upon the platform, and provoked a 
storm of applause. The speaker said that he was 
giad to see thatthe red flag was nota bugbear 
t© American workingmen. They had become 
familiar with it through seeing it wave at the 
auctions of their homes. The speaker spoke of 
Sir Willlam Vernon Harcourt as “the pimp who 
stepped in and stole the ty © of the Freiheit.”’ 
But the Freibeit was now published in New York. 
If necessary it would be removed to Cape Town, 
Constantinople or Polynesia, and Chinamen were 
belng taught to set type for it 
in PeRin. Some people said that the 
Wisconsin’s screw broke because Herr Most, the 
communist, was on board. Others said thaf the 
accident was due to the presence of the ship of a 
contingent of the Salvation Army. Alexander, of 
Russia, got something that didn’t agree with his 
constitution. In New York a meeting was held 
to celebrate the event. In London John Most 
held a meeting, and was imprisoned for ft. Herr 
Most, in comiug to the desk, said in English that 
he would be glad to make his addressin that 
janguage, but a nineteen months’ imprisonment 
ad made his English rusty. He spoke then in 
German. He said that on his liberation from 
an English prison he haa been invited to travel 
and speak in the United States. His stay bere, 
however, would be brief. He should shortly re- 
turn to his post of duty. He spoke of the pres-

in Europe. The rulers, he said, are kind enough 
to wish to give him something, to 
mnake some concession, but they do not 
know exactly what to givehim. The workers of 
all Europe are revolutionists. In Russia the 
revolutionary idea must have made some way 
when the Czardare not go out of the house, and 
when bis lot is not envied by the most miserable, 
The people have come to have hope in revoluwons, 
to have love for revolution, and to hatestyranny. 
Herr Most thought the revolution in Enrope would 
come soon. Statesmen would say that by 
a violent stretch of the possiviljties it might come 
in @ thousand years. The speaker did not be- 
lieve that the ordinary man could become famil- 
lar vy the yee of government, but he 
could be brought to understand that it is betier to 
eat om! than to go hungry, to be decently 
dressed than go in rags and be well housed 
than withou The workingman in gen- 
eral could be brought to understand his 
wants as well as the Irish easant 
or the Russian serf. It was not possible to seta 
date for the revolution, to say that on September 
22, 1883, it should break out. It behooved men to 
be ready. Like other revolutions it would not be 
worked by the pen, but by blood andiron. When 
Herr Most sald that the revolution would involve 
the destruction of religion, the utterance was 
greeted by applause that lasted for a full minute.

A CURLOUS EXPLOSION. 


A Pipe of the Power Company Tears Up a 
Street. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Yor«, December 19.—With a oud report 
the bed of the street at the northeast corner of 
Nassau and John streets was upheaved,and a cloud 
of steam spoutea up asfrom a Geyser, at 10 
o'clock yesterday morning.

A FINE FOWL FOR CHRISTMAS. 


Baked Ramer, Jam Full of Oysters and 
as Brown as a Berry. 
From the New York Evening Post. 


If the Thanksgiving turkey was stuffed in 
the orthodox and old-time way, variety may 
be given to the Christmas turkey by making 
the dressing after these directions,«which no 
cook can read without applauding: Fora 
tnrkey weighing from “es to ten pounds 
allow one loaf of stale bakers’ bread, one 
quart of oysters. one lemon, two roots of 
celery and one-guarter of a pound of but- 
ter. It is taken for granted that the turkey 
is thoroughly cleaned and wiped dry before 
pntting the stuffingin. Crumble the bread 
till very fine, season with pepper and salt. 
Drain the oysters, setting the liquor aside. 
Now take avery sharp knife and peel off 
the outer rind of the lemon, being careful 
not to have any of the bitter and tough white 
skin left on; cut the peelin very small bits; 
chop the white part of the celery very fine, 
adding the butter and the juice of the 
lemon ; mix the Singredients mentioned, stir 
unttl thorgughly mixed; then proceed to stuff 
body and 9 7 :

A RARE BIT OF LACE. 


Worth Its Weight In Diamonds—One of 
the Lost Arts. 
From the Washington Capital. 


A piece of lace belonging to Mrs. Cooke, of 
Georgetown, is said by connoisseurs to be ac- 
tually worth its weight in diamonds. It is 
like a spider’s film and is woven in a “lost 
pattern. The loss of patterns was a severe 
check to lace-making in Farnce and Brussels 
and came about in a curious way. Before 
the French Revolution whole villages sup- 
ported themselves by lace-making and pat- 

rns were handed down from one generation 
to another. They were valuable heirlooms, 
for the most celébrated weavers had as man 
orders as they could fillin a lifetime, for it 
was tedious work. But they were bound by 
an oath taken on four gospels to work only 
for certain dealers. When the 
reign of terror began all business of the sort 
was interrupted for atime, for the “aris 
crats” filled the tumbrils and crowded the 
panotine, and the revolutionists were too 

usy driving them there to think of purple 
and fine linen. When the storm subsided the 
dealers and workers were far apart; some 
dead, some lost and some escaped to foreign 
lands, and such of the women as remained 
were bound by theiroath to work for but 
one. And this oath, in spite of Robe- 
spierre’s doctrines, was held by the poorest 
of them to be binding, and there are in- 
stances where they suffered actual want 
rather than break their word. Some, how- 
ever, taught their children and grandchild- 
ren; and many patterns were in this way 

reserved; but some of the daintiest and 

nest were never recovered, and—to make a 
long story short—Mrs. Cooke’s lace is woven 
in one of these last named.
